There  was  a substantial  increase  in  visits  made  to  verminous  premises  during 
the  year,  and  several  bad  infestations  came  to  light.  One  Involved  a group  of 
farm  cottages  next  to  a farm  yard,  both  yard  and  cottages  being  very  heavily 
infested  with  fleas.  Several  treatments  vrith  large  quantities  of  liquid  and 
powder  insecticides  were  necessary  before  iiie  infestation  was  controlled. 


No  action  was  necessary  in  connection  v/ith  filthy  or  verminous  persons. 
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FOOD  HYGISNE  REGUMTIONS  - 19^. 

The  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  rose  slightly  from  82  in  I960 
to  99  in  1961,  It  became  necessary  to  formally  report  to  the  Council  on 
the  unsatisfactory  state  of  tivo  village  shops.  One  was  subsetiuently 
brought  up  to  a satisfactory  standard,  but  little  v/as  done  in  the  other  case 
despite  letters  and  numerous  visits.  A formal  report  to  Council  was  made 
in  December,  i960,  and  with  no  positive  results  by  November,  I96I,  the  Council 
issued  instructions  for  Court  procedure  to  be  taken.  No  action  had  been  taken 
at  the  end  of  the  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  orders  had  been  received  by  builders  to  install 
drainage  at  the  six:  cottages  remairing  to  be  connected  to  the  sevrer. 

In  respect  of  two  cottages,  work  had  to  be  left  until  the  subsoil  water  was 
sufficiently  low  and  plans  were  expected  for  drainage  work  in  respect  of  the 
other  four* 

The  remainder  of  the  Council  houses  were  connected  during  the  year. 

PDiF^imE. 

The  Piropeme  Sewerage  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year*  With  the 
exception  cf  ten  premises  where  there  is  an  absence  of  drainage,  all  the 
drainage  to  the  individual  houses  was  connected  to  the  sewer  by  the  Council' s 
Contractors  a:^d  the  use  of  cesspools  discontinued* 

At  the  end  of  the  year  one  of  the  remaining  ten  properties  had  been 
drained  to  the  sewer,  demolition  orders  had  been  made  in  respect  of  two, 
a closing  order  had  been  made  in  respect  of  one,  the  Ownet/Oocupier  of 
another  had  been  removed  to  hospital,  plans  had  been  receive<l  in  respect 
of  the  drainage  of  another  cottage,  the  Church  was  trying  to  find  the 
finances  to  install  drainage  in  the  Churcdi  Hall  and  two  other  cottages  had 
been  vacated  by  the  owner  and  are  not  intended  to  be  used  again* 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  "teething”  troubles  being  experienced  with  the 
pumping  plant  will  soon  be  overcome,  especially  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory 
emergency  overflow  which  allows  untreated  end  undiluted  sewage  to  enter  the 
stream  upstream  of  the  Blandford  Camp  borehole,  whenever  the  pumps  become 
inoperative  for  twenty-four  hours* 

SHBOTON 

At  Shroton,  all  the  sewers  were  completed  during  the  year.  The  works 
were  substantially  completed,  but  the  use  of  the  installation  was  likely  to 
be  held  up  pending  the  arrival  and  fitting  up  of  the  pumps.  A fcjw  owners 
have  already  obtained  approval  of  proposed  installations  and  connections 
to  the  sower. 

In  all  cases,  connection  to  the  new  sewer  has  been  made  relatively  easy 
by  the  laying  of  a lateral  pipe  from  the  sower  to  the  boundary  of  each 
property,  or  to  a convenient  point  where  several  properties  will  drain 
into  the  one  connection. 

It  is  a potential  inconvenience  to  the  jwblio  when  plans  of  sewerage 
schemes  are  not  available  very  soon  after  the  installations  are  complete. 

At  the  present  time  the  only  plan  fully  available  in  the  Department  is  of 
Milborno  and  Milton  Abbas,  Plans  of  all  sowers,  connections  and  plant 
should  bo  available  to  the  public  immediately  after  completion  of  installations. 
Drainage  work  is  held  up  because  owners  arc  unable  to  obtain  estimates  and 
contractors  are  unable  to  give  estimates  without  this  information. 

No  sewage  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  as  no  time  was  available 
for  this.

GRAHTS. 


There  vras  a decrease  of  20^  in  the  number  of  discretionary  grant 
applications,  and  a decrease  of  35/^  in  the  number  of  standard  grant 
applications.  There  was  a sli^t  reduction  in  the  average  cost  of 
discretionary  grant  work  from  £320  to  £290  per  dwelling,  but  an  increase 
in  the  average  cost  of  standard  grant  work  frem  £133  to  £148  per  dwelling. 

An  interesting  feature  this  year  v/as  that,  of  the  discretionary 
grant  applications,  exactly  50^a  were  in  respect  of  tensuited  properties 
and  in  the  case  of  standard  grants  3^  were  for  tenanted  properties. 

In  both  cases  the  figures  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  tenanted 
properties  being  improved  by  way  of  grants.

The  introduction  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Developnent  Act 
in  August,  l^COf  representod  a welcome  advance  and  gave  local  authorities 
wide  powers  to  assume  more  effective  control.  The  Act  led  to  a considerable 
amount  of  administration  work  in  drav7ing  up  conditions  to  be  required 
on  sites,  and  these  were  accepted  by  the  Council.  No  site  in  multiple 
occupation  can  now  be  used  without  compliance  with  these  conditions  and  the 
number  of  sites  can  now  be  controlled. 

It  is  understood  that  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  conditions,  which  might 
be  considered  onerous,  have  been  imposed  upon  prospective  tenants  of  a vacant 
standing.  These  are  said  to  be  that  the  caravan  to  be  used  must  be  purchased 
from  the  site  owner,  or  if  not,  compensation  paid  for  loss  of  the  sale. 

Even  when  a caravan  is  purchased  on  a site  in  this  way  the  owner  may  then  be 
subjected  to  similar  conditions  when  he  wishes  to  move  to  another  site.

STATUTORY  NtllSAITCES.

A complaint  was  made  by  local  residents  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act, i960, 
concerning  the  noise  from  a static  Diesel  exhaust  which  projected  frem  a wall 
alongside  a country  road.  The  engine  drove  a milking  machine  and  was  operated 
during  early  morning  and  afternoon  without  respite,  and  particularly  affected 
the  occupants  of  the  house  opposite,  Those  sleep  was  disturbed  at  6 a.m, 
every  morning, 

A recommendation  v/as  made  to  Council  that  the  case  constituted  a 
Statutory  Nuisance  under  the  new  Act, 

No  action  was  taken  under  Part  111  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  i960. 


Vigorous  and  sustained  complaints  were  made  by  iwmerous  householders 
about  the  offensive  smell  from  a huge  pile  of  pig  manure,  A deputation 
of  the  public  health  ccanmittee  subsequently  visited  the  site.  No  action 
was  taken  under  Part  HI  but  the  matter  was  eventually  settled  on  a fairly 
neighbourly  basis  and  no  further  complaints  have  been  made  to  date.

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  a complaint  by  a local  doctor  about  a 
disgusting  quagmire  in  front  of  two  pensioners*  cottages,  A recommendation 
had  been  made  to  the  Ccxincil  t^^t  this  constituted  a Statutory  Nuisance.

There  was  a drop  of  3^/^  in  the  salvage  figures  for  the  year,  the  total 
income  being  cS177»  compared  v/ith  £272  for  i960.  The  fall  in  sales  was  due 
almost  entirely  to  the  long  hours  worked  by  the  collecting  staff  who 
consequently  were  unable  to  spend  their  evenings  baling  and  sorting. 

There  were  only  three  sales  of  waste  paper  and  three  of  scrap  metal  during 
the  twelve  months,  compared  with  a total  of  ten  the  previous  year.  Prices 
remained  about  the  same  as  before. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  from  the  workmen  regarding  the  longer 
hours  being  worked  but  it  is  unlikely  that  they  could  be  replaced  under  the 
present  conditions. 

Meetings  took  place  between  the  Camp  Authorities  and  the  Council's 
Representatives  regarding  the  possibility  of  using  the  old  Camp  refuse  tip. 

The  Council  have  subsequently  decided  not  to  proceed  in  view  of  the  relatively 
short  length  of  life  the  site  offered.

During  the  rodent  officer' s absence  due  to  illness^  routine  work 
was  continued  on  a part  time  basis  by  Mr*  Cutler,  lately  a rodent 
operator  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood.  Only  the 
acre  urgent  oases  were  dealt  with  during  this  period. 

It  was  noted  that  there  was  a higher  than  usual  increase  of 
infestations  during  the  Autumn  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  major 
infestations  treated*  The  skeleton  treatment  during  the  aumner  and 
absence  of  routine  inspections  could  have  been  responsible  for  this, 
but  it  is  understood  that  similar  conditions  prevailed  throughout  the 
V^est  Country*

THg  XAHD  13BA1HAQE  ACT . 1961. 

This  Act  oome  into  operation  in  July,  19^1,  and  gave  district  Councils  the 
power  to  carry  out  works  for  the  prevention  of  flooding. 


Late  in  i960  a superficial  survey  of  flooding  in  the  rural  district  was 
made  by  the  staff  and  a report  presented  to  the  Council  made  it  clear  that  the 
major  part  of  this  flooding  was  caused  by  the  failure  to  keep  the  ditdies, 
streams  and  rivers  flowing  freely. 


Up  to  the  present  time  the  oo-operetlon  of  land  owners  has  been  sought  in 
the  form  of  a eirouletr  letter,  sometimes  with  little  success,  but  with  ^e 
powers  obtained  under  the  new  Act,  a Local  Authority  are  £d>le  to  carry  out  work  to 
prevent,  remedy  or  mitigate  any  damage  caused  by  flooding.  Such  work  carried  out 
in  your  district  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  areas  now  subject  to  oeeasional 
flooding  and  sane  of  this  work  was  in  fact  done  during  the  autumn  by  the  Roads  and 
Bridges  Department  of  the  County  Council,  but  not  charged  to  this  Council.
